Last year we asked a few ol timers what was 
the most common questions asked of them. 
This is A QUIZ (with answers) we received. 


Every one of us are concerned about SWR. 
How much do you still have to learn? 
Here is a simple problem (and answers). 


An ideal 50 Ohm SWR meter, with no line 
length, is placed directly 

between a 100 Ohm pure resistive load and a 
50 Ohm source. What does the 

meter read? 


Answer: The meter reads an SWR of 2:1 


Are there standing waves between source 
and load? 


Answer: Yes. By definition, the impedance 
mismatch creates a standing wave condition. 


How much power is delivered to the load? 


Answer: 88.9% of the transmitted power is 
delivered to the load. For a 100 Watt signal 
this is 88.9 Watts. 


Where is the lost power gone ? 


Answer: The lost power is absorbed by the 
50 Ohm source. The power reflection took 
place at the 50/100 Ohm interface. Therefore, 
to the reflected waves which have never left a 
50 Ohm environment, the 50 Ohm source 
appears as a 50 Ohm load.

r=1/2.4(.98) CU-yd = 3.92 <24+14 1/24 1/4 +1/8 +1/16 = 3.9375 
CU-yd 


6 trips are required to fill the hole to 98%. The limit to the series is 
4.0 or a full hole for an infinite number of trips. You'll never reach 
the full 4.0 CU-yd.

The Legal Stuff continues. 

The following is an edited version (from 
ARRL) of recent actions taken in Los Ange- 
les. 


FCC Denies LA County 2.4 GHz Applica- 
tion, Cancels Experimental Grant to City 


Following objections from the ARRL, AM- 
SAT and others, the FCC has turned down 
an application from L A County for an ex- 
perimental license permitting airborne 
uwave TV down links in the 2402-2448 MHz 
range. The FCC also canceled an experi- 
mental license grant to the City of L A to op- 
erate an identical TV downlink system in 
same band. 


Amateurs have a primary allocation at 2402- 
2417 MHz and a secondary allocation in the 
rest of the affected band. 


"Experimental licenses are not substitutes 
for regular radioc service licenses," said the 
deputy chief of the Electromagnetic Com- 
patibility Division in the FCC's Office of En- 
gineering and Technology. OET issues all 
experimental licenses. 


The ARRL, AMSAT and the Amateur Televi- 
sion Network had asked the FCC to deny 
the County's application. The League, AM- 
SAT and ATN also had objected to the 
City's experimental grant. The FCC gave 
the City until December 1 to terminate its 
operation but reserved the right to acceler- 
ate the cancellation date if interference oc- 
curs. 


The LA County proposal, filed in August 
1999, sought FCC authorization to develop 
a TVDL system on four 2.4 GHz channels 
for 

deployment aboard sheriff's and fire depart- 
ment airborne units. 


In protesting the County's plan, the ARRL 
called the application a "foot in the door" 
toward gaining a permanent berth in the 2.4 
GHz band. The County and the City already 
are authorized to operate TVDL systems 
under Part 90 rules in the 2.450-2.483.5 
GHz band, but bothtold the FCC that they 
had experienced coordination and interfer- 
ence problems and sought the experimental 
TVDL authorization as a result. 
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Propagation—June 2001 QSL via 


These predictions for the five prime HF 
bands show the times when propaga- 
tion is expected to be best from Los 
Angeles to several locations that are 
expected to be active during the com- 
ing month. 


Other times are possible, but with 
weaker signals or lower probability. 
Openings are not expected on bands 
that are notlisted. A solar flux of 145, 
corresponding to a sunspot number 
of 105, and an average geomagnetic 
field are assumed. 


Sunrise/sunset times are at the DX 
location. All times are UTC.
